faintest idea that my friend Jack Lovell was missing in 
action. He and I had seen eye to eye when he was on vol. 
Hohenthal's staff in Berlin, and during our internment at 
Bad Nauheim we had worked up quite a document on the Germans 
as we saw them. 

Meanwhile I happened to run across your name 
in connection with the Central Intelligence Azency. I had 
guite forgotten that you are heading up that outfit. 

So may I spare myself the troubic of re-writing 
what is contained in the letter to Jack -- I haven't the 
luxury, as a retired pensioner, of a secretary -- and ask 
you to write me whether you want Mr. von Kryha to contact 
you or your Agency when he arrives nere on July? I expect 
by then to be in Germany gathering material for another DOCK, 
hence cannot make the introductio s myself.

My dear Jack: 


"Long time no see." I am even wondering whether this will reach you 
in Fashington. You may be off somewhere out in the world doing the efficient job 
you élvays do. Elso, I don't know what your rank now is. If meanwhile you've become 
a general, forgive me if I have "demoted" you -~ at least I didn't mean to "break" 
you. 


The purpose of my writing you is the following: for years beforg korld 
War II I knew an Ukrainian inventor (anti-communist, of course) who lived in Berlin 
and had developed a remarkable coding and dJe-coding machine of which many eminent 
professors of mathematics said that it was simply impossible for the enemy to decode 
any vhing. > 


The man, 4lexencer von Kryha, has survived the war end has set up again 
in business in Hemourg-Altone (address: Hohenzollernring 86). He is just“én a trip 
through South Americe, where he is evidently making good progress convincing military 
outfits there that his machine is the real McCoy. In July he will arrive in New York. 


Naturally he wishes to see the vroper versons in Washington. IT have an” 
excellent prospectus of his machine in German, and one in English that is somewhat 
feultily transleted from the German. I am not enclosing these documents with this 
letter because I want first to make sure that this reaches you. 


You know.me well enough to realize that I would not dream of trying to 
esteblish a contact we a "phony." This man's machine is already being used by a 
number of governments both for military and ciplometic interchange of messages. 


So please let me know that this rea hes you, and if you feel you don't 
want to have anything to do with the man until after you've seen the prospectus, I'll 
send it pronto. Or, if you orefer, I'll send Y to the officer or department you 
designate. : 


£s you see, hirs. L. and I have moved out into the suburbs, and are we 
happy! We go to New York only if we have to. I reeched the retiring age of 65 last 
February. Rosemarie continues to live in New York with her husband, but they come 
here into this beautiful garden region about every other Sunday.
